The 
fuiso alarms in relation to speculators and 
land owners should have no weight, let 
na he snre that the question is decided 
simply npon its merits, and no fear need 
ba edtertalned for the good name and 
fame of those who shall euconrago and 
assist this long desired enterprise 


The County of Atoostook needs the in- 


fluence of railroads to impart life to its 
fertile fields and ils numerous water pow- 
ers. If but one road is to be built at pres 
ent, it should be so located as to be of the 
greatest benefit to the greatest number — 
And it should not be forgotten that tbe 
-decision of that question must depend 
somewhat upon the future prospects and 
capabilities of every section. Aroostook 
has no one or two towns of sufficient im- 
portance to swallow up the interests of 
othera 
The territory is so large and its 


lesources are so generally and equally 
distriouled that hardly any one point may 
ba said to bo more important than another 
v/hon we consider the many important 
points that a few years of railroading may 
develop We have no route to recom- 
mend, no corooration to favor, no lands to 
enrich, und only desire that the County 
of Aroostook ;shall find the best outlet to 
the Penobscot Biver. 


There is one proposition that should be 


distinctly understood in this connection —
